{Hunter stated that she fired out the
I’windo- at Mrs. Kuehne when shea
isaw that woman alming a gun at her,
the nature of the bullet wound indi-
cated that neither Mrs. Hunter nor
Lawrence, but the dead woman's son,
fired the bullt which caused her de-
mise. He also scored young Kuehne
as the one who started the trouble,
grilled some of the state's witnesses
as people anxious to get Lawrence
out of that section, and held that
Kuehne, not Lawrence and the Hun-
ters, should be the one held to an-
swer for the oceurrences that morn-
ing.

The courtroom was jammed long
before the afternoon session of conrt
began. Even the etalrway leading to
the courtroom was crowded at times,
making it necessary for the court
balliffs to disperse these throngs.

Following the recess yesterday af-

ternoon, Onelll questioned Lawrence
very closely regarding his actiona in
taking the gun away from Mre.
Kuehne. The witness steadily denied
striking Mrs. Kuehne, or cursing her
&l that time.
*"When you erected those buildings
on the property of Mrs. Kuehne, did
not she stremuously object to your
doing s0?" asked Onelll. The an-
wer was o vehement negative.

This was not answered,
tollowing an objection by the defense,
The state then sought to Impeach
Lawrence's testimony as to not driv-
ing Mrs, Kuehne from the place, but
the series of questions prepared for
this purpose by the state were barred.
